W ashington, March 27.—The naval 
appropriation bill was passed Thurs­ 
day by the house w ithout substantial 
am endment. 
An effort was made by 
the advocates of a larger increase of 
the navy than was authorized by the 
bill to increase the num ber of battle­ 
ships from four to six. 
This increase 
was supported on the floor by Messrs. 
Hanley (rep., Ind.), Cummings (dem.y 
N. Y.) and Johnson (rep., Cal.), and 
opposed by Messrs. Boutelle, 
chair­ 
m an of the committee, Hulick (rep., 
O.), and Robinson 
(rep., Pa.). 
The 
house, by a large m ajority, stood by 
the recommendation of the committee, 
the proposition 
for six 
battleships 
m ustering but 32 votes against 
134. 
Various other am endm ents were of­ 
fered, but all 
failed. 
The 
bill 
as 
passed carries $31,611,034 and author­ 
izes the construction of four battle­ 
ships and fifteen 
torpedo-boats, the 
total cost of which will be in the neigh­ 
borhood of $35,000,000.

The bill car­ 
ries $29,408,874, which is 
$11,064,779

Treasury Takes Steps to Prevent 
Kiyunsclan of Yellow Metal. 
W ashington, March 27.—The treas­ 
ury departm ent has instructed the New 
York subtreasury to raise the prem i­ 
um on gold bars from 1-16 to 3-16 of I 
per cent. The departm ent’s purpose in 
the issuance of this order is to do what 
can be done legitim ately to prevent 
future exports of gold. The order has 
a triple purpose. 
First, it will tend to 
raise the price at which gold can bo 
exported profitably, the price of ex­ 
change now being dangerously near 
the export point; 
second, 
it is re­ 
garded as a good policy to get rid of 
coin instead of bars, because the for­ 
mer frequently 
have 
lost 
weight 
through abrasion, and third, it is in­ 
tended to meet the recent action of 
the Bank of England in raising the 
price of gold bars to 77 shillings IO 
pence, and thus practically lowering 
the rate of exchange at which gold 
can be shipped from the United States 
to Great B ritain to about 
488% or 
488%. Treasury officials adm it the is­ 
suance of the order, but will not talk 
further concerning it.

States afloat on all buildings used for 
educational purposes. The grand jury 
spared no one in its indictm ents, not 
even om itting the women members of 
the board of trustees, and including the 
ex-officio members of the board.

Sketches of the Life and Work of Rev. 
E. M. Dunn and W .G . Hamilton—

morning, Rev. E. M. Dunn. whose ill­ 
ness has been frequently noted in this 
column, passed quietly to the better 
land.

York, receiving from the latter the 
degree of A. M., and that of D. D.

ISAAC FARNSWORTH TELLS OF 
A VISIT TO HAVANA. 


RAILROAD IS SUED 
BY WILL HARDIN 


MUSICIAN W ANTS $ 10,000 FOR 
INJURIES 
RECEIVED. 


Says That Aside From the Presence 
of the Military, There Is Noth­ 
ing 
at the 
Capital 
to Indicate 
That rn War Is Raging on the 
Island. 
A letter from the ‘-seat of war” ar­ 
rived in Janesville yesterday. 
It came from Havana, Cuba, to 
Fred J. Bailey, and was written by a 
Janesville man—Isaac Farnsworth. 
It was in the “ Gran-Hotel-Inglat- 
erra- Apartado 
725-Cable‘Inglaterra * 
Telefonc-1265-Parque 
Central” 
that 
the letter was written and the date 
was “ liabana, Cuba, March 19th, de 
1896. 
“ You may be somewhat surprised” 
the letter says “ to receive a letter 
from me from Havana, but myself 
and Mr. Church are here nevertheless. 
We leftt Cleveland for Punta Gordo, 
on Monday 
afternoon, where 
we 
stayed until Thursday morning. There 
we took the steamer * Whiting,’ 
of 
the Morgan line, for Key West, ar­ 
riving yesterday morning, at 7 o’clock. 
On 
the 
way 
down 
we fell in 
with 
and 
made the acquaintance 
of a gentleman from New Orleans 
who 
was 
going 
to 
Havana. 
After talking with 
him, aud the 
ship’s officers, we concluded to visit 
Havana too, and arrived at daylight 
this morning. 
After breakfast we 
came ashore, but have not 6eeu much 
yet, although we calculate to hire a 
carriage, ride around, ond see all we 
can. 
Was Not Apparent. 
“ The city is fnll of soldiers, both 
Spanish aud “ Home 
Guards,” but 
aside from the presence of the military 
on the streets, one would not know 
that there was a war here. 
We in­ 
tend to remain here until tomorrow 
afternoon at five o’clock, when we 
shall leave 
on the same steamer. 
■Whiting’ for 
Key West, and will 
reach that city at seven o’clock Satur 
day morning. 
“ We have had a very pleasant time 
so far, and have seen some interesting 
sights. 
The sail past the Mora Castle 
and the entrance to the harbor would 
pay the cost and time of our trip from 
Key West.

Tradition Gives the Credit of Leap Tear 
Cantons to St. Patrick. 
T he 
w ords 
of Thom as 
a’Kempis, 
"M an proposes,” suffer im peachm ent 
each fourth year, when, according to a 
m ythical custom , the rig h t to the m atri­ 
m onial propositions is extended, though 
not surrendered, to the gentler sex, says 
the W ashington Star. 
The leap year 
1896 should be accepted by the hopeful 
m aidens who are determ ined to “m ake 
hay w hile the sun shines,” for there 
w ill not be another such opportunity 
for eight years. 
Once each century, 
w ith certain exceptions, the leap year 
is om itted. 
T his extra-long year was 
th e device of Julius Caesar, who under­ 
took to rem edy 
an 
evil w hich had 
grow n up through the practice of the 
Rom an priests of lengthening or sh o rt­ 
ening the calendar year at pleasure. 
B ut his proclam ation th a t a day be 
added to F ebruary each fourth year was 
m isunderstood, and each th ird year the 
increase was m ade, so th a t gradually 
th ere came to be a discrepancy betw een 
th e calendar and the astronom ical year, 
w hich was p artially corrected by Au­ 
gustus in 8 B. C. Pope G regory in 1577 
undertook to straig h ten out the calen­ 
d ar and brought things out rig h t by 
annulling ten days. 
He ordained th a t 
th e four-year rule be st. rictly observed 
throughout th e C hn. Man world, and 
p ractically provided for a fractional 
discrepancy by elim inating the leap 
year in all but one in four of the cen­ 
tu ry years. 
In other words, by virtue 
of the leap-year system the gain would 
be too g reat in a century, and thus 1770 
had but 365 days, also 1880, and 1900 
w ill be of th e sam e length. 
The year 
2000 w ill be a yeap year, also 2400. In 
short, the sam e ru le of division by four 
th a t applies to the ordinary tw enty 
years to place th e ex tra day is also 
urged w ith th e century years. 
T hus th e tw entieth-century wom an 
s ta rts on h er career w ith a handicap. 
She m ust forego 
the 
privilege con­ 
ferred upon h er by th e custom th a t is 
believed to have had its origin during 
th e first century, when St. P atrick was 
C hristianizing Ireland and incidentally 
d riv in g out the verm in. 
The legend 
ru n s th at, having accom plished th is 
m ost praisew orthy feat, the holy m an 
w as w alking along the shores of Lough 
L eagh, w hen he was addressed by St. 
B ridget, w eeping because there was a 
m u tin y in th e in stitu tio n over which 
sh e presided. 
H er charges had claim ed 
th e rig h t ‘‘to pop the question.” 
St. 
P a tric k acknow ledged the general ju s­ 
tice of th eir dem ands and said he would 
g ra n t th e rig h t to propose every seventh 
year. 
St. B ridget protested th a t her 
girls would never be content w ith such 
a plan, w hereupon St. P atrick agreed to 
reduce the tim e to four years and of­ 
fered in the bargain to select the long­ 
est year of all, leap year, as th a t in 
w hich women m ight propose. 
T hat 
identical year b'dng provided w ith an 
e x tra day, St. B ridget im m ediately in­ 
augurated the custom by proposing to 
St. P atrick , who, of course, declined in 
deference to his priestly occupation. 
St. B ridget protested th a t th is was a 
violation of the bargain and a com­ 
prom ise w as finally reached by which 
St. P atrick escaped from m atrim ony by 
giving a kiss and a silk gown, which for 
cen tu ries form ed the penalty paid by a 
m an who declined a w om an’s proposal.

Cloudless skies for m onths at a 
tim e characterize the clim ate of Italy, 
w hile a firm am ent entirely free from 
clouds is ra re in Norw ay.

regions which are sw ept by winds and 
storm s th an in still southern latitudes, 
and to be heard d istinctly am id the 
noise and confusion of the 
elem ents 
w ords m ust be used 
w hich 
contain 
m any consonants. 
Am ong th e inhab­ 
ita n ts of m ore tropical clim es the ten ­ 
dency is tow ard soft and m usical ca­ 
dence and trav elers relate th at in m any 
regions of South Am erica, such as Peru 
and Venezuela, w here atm ospheric dis­ 
tu rbances are rare, the natives alm ost 
ch an t the phrases of salutation.—E x­ 
change.
